INTRODUCTION. 


In the compilation of this catalogue, I have with advantage utilized 
the notes collected by my predecessor, Mr. F. D. O. Oprren, and the 
additions made to them by Mr. C. G. ’r Hoorr, Sub-Director of 
the National Museum of pictures, from 16 Febr. 1897 to 1 March 1898. 
I have also drawn largely from the catalogue compiled in 1885 by 
Mr. Breprus, a most useful work which, in 1897, had already reached 
its fifth edition. 

Before proceeding, I wish to express my indebtedness to those 
persons who have assisted me in my task, in the first place to 
Mr. W. J. Sreennorr, sub-Director of the State Museum, for his 
intelligent collaboration, and to Mr. J. PH. van DER K&ELLEeN, who, 
besides supplying me with other valuable information, has pointed out 
to me, among the goo masters represented in the Museum, those who 
were at the same time Etchers and Engravers. I particularly wish to 
acknowledge my obligation to Mr. E. W. Mors, for numerous interest- 
ing details concerning the lives of artists, the origin of pictures and 
their various reproductions; to Messrs Jhr. J. Six, J. PH. vAN DER 
Ketren Dzn. and Jhr. J. F. Backer, for their assistance in the eluci- 
dation of several obscure questions, and to tender my thanks to Messrs 
A. Prr and Jan Katr, for their valuable aid in all matters concerned 
with the works derived from the Dutch Museum. 

It is further my pleasing duty to mention the names of the following 
gentlemen, to whom I owe numerous interesting data: the late 
Mr. J. H. Mascuuaupr, Professor Auc.

By this revision, 
which in many instances led to surprising results, it was clearly 
demonstrated that many of the fac-similes of the signatures in the official 
catalogue of 1881 were but very imperfect copies of the originals. 

I am greatly indebted to Mrs. Louvisk Granpiner—De Groor for 
the translation of the catalogue into English. 

‘The so-called ““Amsterdamsche Schuttersstukken”’ (paintings represent- 
ing military corporations), have also been revised in conjunction with 
Professor Jhr.

HISTORICAL ACCOUNT OF THE ORIGIN AND 
GROWTH OF THE COLLECTIONS, 


The foundation of the Museum at Amsterdam dates from 1808, the 
year in which King Louis-Napoleon transferred his court from Utrecht 
to that town, with the intention of making the capital of his Kingdom 
the centre of Art and Learning. A Royal Warrant dated April 21st of 
the same year ordained the establishment of a ,Grand Musée Royal” 
for the collection and preservation of pictures, drawings, sculptures, 
chasedwork, gems, antiquities and works of art of all kinds. 

The Museum was inaugurated in one large room, two smaller ones 
and two closets of the former Town Hall of Amsterdam which, in 
the mean time, had become the Royal Palace. And by decree of 
August 25th 1808, Mr. C. Aposroon was appointed its custodian. 

‘The initial collection comprised: 

1°, most of the paintings which composed the National Museum 
at the Hague, established in 1798 by the Minister of Finance I, ji ws 
GOGEL, and was partly collected from different palaces of the Prince of 
OraANGE Wittiam V, who had quitted the country in 1795, his private 
gallery having been transported to France after the sequestration of his 
goods. The national gallery was installed in “the House in the. Wood” 
near The Hague and in 1805 transferred to the rooms in that town 
which formerly had contained the Prince’s private gallery. 

The paintings taken from the princely residences, were for the greater 
part historical pictures and portraits. To these were added some pictures 
taken from public buildings and those bought by the Governmentat various 
periods through C. S. Roos who was appointed Inspector of the National 
Art Gallery (which post he held till 1802), E. M. ENGELBerts and P. C. 
Huyprecurs. The first picture bought at a public sale was the Enraged 
Swan by AssELyN, purchased 1800, 

From the National Museum 59 paintings were sent on July 30th 
and August 2d and 4th and further 166 pictures on Dec. 22d 1808 to 
Amsterdam. To these were added some antiquities. 

2°. 65 pictures bought at the sale vAN DER Por VAN GROENEVELD, 
at Rotterdam, on June 6th 1808, . 

3°. 7 paintings conceded by the town of Amsterdam, namely: “The 
Nightwatch” and “The Syndics of the Cloth Hall” by Rempranpt; 
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“the Banquet of the Civic Guard” and the “Umpires of the Brother- 
hood of St. Sebastian,” by van per Hexsr; the “Téte of the Civic 


Guard of Amsterdam, in celebration of the peace of Munster in 1648”, 
by Govert Fuincx; the “IJ before Amsterdam,” by W. vaN DE 
VELDE THE YOUNGER, and ‘Governors of the House of correction’, 
by Karet Dujyarpin. 

4%. 10 pictures by modern artists selected from an exhibition held 
in these rooms in August of the same year. 

5° 6 pictures and two statues presented to King Louis by Com- 
mander BARON VAN SPAEN VAN BILJOEN. 

6°, 5 studies, the work of the King’s Students at Paris, besides a

7°. several show cases containing models of medals, cameos and intaglios 
and plaster casts from sculptures in the “‘ Musée Napoléon’’, and — 

Finally, several specimens of casts from mouldings, medals and gems. 

In 1809 the Museum acquired the picture gallery van HETEREN, 
from his heir, Mr. A. L. Grevers, for the sum of 100,000 guilders. 
In the same year the collection was further enriched by 137 pictures, 


for the greater part of intrinsic artistic value; and of paintings bought 


at the sale of Mrs. Bicker. Early in 1810 the collection of Medals 
was transferred from: The Hague to Amsterdam and also placed under 
the care of Mr. C. Aposroo.. 

The abdication of King Louis, which took place on July rst 1810, 
greatly damaged the- growth of the budding institution. Although 
after the annexation of Holland to the Empire, the Museum continued 
to exist under the name of “Mollandsch Museum’, it was in no wise 
supported by the State. The town of Amsterdam was, for the time 
being, charged with its maintenance and for this purpose authorized 
to deduct 10 °% from the local taxes; but the proposal of the muni- 
cipal council, to remove the collection to the ‘ Trippenhuis” could 
not be acted upon until 1815. 

When the country had regained its National Independence, the 
Sovereign Prince, soon after his accession, displayed the greatest 
sollicitude for the promotion and encouragement of Art. The Museum 
became a: State institution, and a considerable sum was voted for the 
purchase of pictures at the sales of Mrs. BoreeL and Mrs. Wessets Revers. 

The appellation ‘“Hollandsch Museum” was first converted into: 
“’sLands Museum van Schilderijen en Penningen” (National Museum 
of Pictures, Coins and Medals); but in 1815 the Institution definitively 
received the name of: Rijks Museum van Schilderijen en Penningen 
(State Museum of Pictures, Coins and Medals). 

In the course of the following year the Medals were transferred

from the “Trippenhuis” to The Royal Library at the Hague, in order 
to make room for the collection of Prints; but no other changes took 
place until 1825, when, with a few exceptions, all the sculptures and 
antiquities were sent to The Hague and Leyden. 

‘Notwithstanding the fact that the bequest of 22 portraits, made in 
1823 by Mrs. BALGuUERIE née Van RyyswiJK, had been accepted, the pictures 
had not been joined to the Gallery, because, at the time, they were 
deemed devoid of artistic value. Subsequently, however, it was found 
that some of the portraits were real works of art, and. they were 
placed in the collection, where, even to-day, they form a considerable 
attraction. 

In 1825 the State Museum exchanged six of its pictures for three 
from the Royal Gallery at the Hague. The pictures taken in exchange 
were: 1. “Cimon and Pera” or “‘Roman Charity’, by RUBENS; 2. the 
“Portrait of Nicolaes van der Borght’”, by ANrH. vAN Dijck; 3. the 
“ Bearhunt”’, of Paunus Porrer. 

On the 5th of August 1828 the Museum disposed of 25 pictures which, 
according to the account, were of indifferent value and signed by artists 
already sufficiently represented. The object of this sale was partly to 
make room for works of contemporary artists, and partly to obtain the 
necessary funds for the purchase of works by masters who had not yet 
found a place in the collection. The sale realised 22.700 guilders, 
which, for that time, was a considerable sum, and proves that the 
pictures put up for auction were important works of Art. A Wouwer- 
MAN fetched 4000 guilders, while by this transaction the Museum: lost 
a painting of ArERT DE GELDER, an artist of whose works it possesses, 
even at the present day, but few and barely adequate examples. 

This money was expended on the purchase of pictures at sales held by 
Brenrano and G. Mutter, and, later, on the acquisition of famous 
works of Art in Paris and other places, so that in the space of 14 years 
the sum of 50.000 guilders was spent exclusively on Old Masters. 

This season of comparative prosperity came suddenly to a close in 
1830, at the outbreak of the Revolution in Belgium. It was followed 
by a period of depression and stagnation which lasted about half a 
century. During that interval no important purchases were made, owing 
to the scarcity of funds; even the amount of money granted for the 
maintenance of the Museum was insignificant and insufficient. 

In the mean time, however, the Museum underwent some important 
modifications, Almost the entire collection of modern pictures was 
removed in 1838, in pursuance of an Ordinance (1828) of King 
William rst, which directed the Pavilion “Welgelegen’”’ near Harlem 
to be used as a Gallery for the works of contemporary Dutch artists, 
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j and the pictures of recent date, then in the National Museums of 
, Amsterdam and The Hague, to be transferred thither. 

The stress of political events caused this Ordinance to remain 
‘ineffective for ten years and it was only on August gth 1838, that 
(60 modern pictures from the Gallery at Amsterdam and 143 from 
‘that of The Hague were dispatched to Harlem. In 1848 a second 
‘transfer took place and the combined collections were placed under 
the superintendence of the Directors of the National Museums of 
_ Amsterdam and The Hague, while the daily supervision was entrusted 
-to an attendant. Originally it had been stipulated that, within five 
} years from the death of an artist, whose works had been transferred 
1 to the Pavilion, these works should be returned to the Museum from 
‘which they had been taken; but for various reasons this injunction 
- was only complied with in a very few instances. 

In 1860 the Museum disposed by auction of 65 pictures of no 
_ great artistic value, by artists of whom it already possessed more 
| important works. The amount realised was very small and disappointing. 
Tt would appear that, even as in 1828, this sale was necessitated 
‘through want of space in the Gallery. For the same reason on April 
30% 1878, 74 pictures were sold, 5 were lent to different public 


institutions and 32 views of the isle of Java were transferred to the 


-State-Museum of Ethnography at Leyden. In 1828 two pictures bought 
at an exhibition were added to the Gallery, and these purchases were 
followed by several others in 1861 and 1862. Since 1866, with a 
certain regularity, pictures were bought at exhibitions of the works of 
contemporaneous artists. This regulation remained in force until 1889; 
even after the picture gallery had been transferred, in 1885, to the 


State Museum. 


If during the long period comprised between the years 1830 and 
1875 but few old masters had been added to the gallery by purchase, 
its value had notwithstanding in the mean time been greatly increased 
by several important donations and bequests. Among others it 
acquired the ‘Portrait of Ferdinand Bol’, bequeathed by Mr. A. 
Bronpcerst, “a View of Antwerp”, signed J. WILDENS, presented by 
Bie. P, “Six, and’ —: the very valuable bequest of the picture 
gallery. of Mr. L. Dupper Wz., consisting of 64 works of the most 
famous masters. The gem of this gallery was the Rombouts’ collec- 
tion, to which the donor had added several new and very fine works. 


In 1873, the Museum received from Miss M. A. LrorarD a bequest 


consisting of 15 pastels and a very large portrait on enamel by J. EY 


Lrorarp, the well known Genevese painter. This collection was 
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augmented in 1885 by 6 pastels presented by professor J. W. R. 
TILANUS, in the name of his wife, Mrs. Tiranus née LIOTARD. 


After this period of depression which, as stated above, lasted about 
45 years, the history of the Museum becomes brighter reading. The 
new era was inaugurated in 1874, when Minister GEERTSEMA appointed 
a commission of Inquiry into the state of Monuments and Fine Arts. 
And, in the following year, by the establishment, at the Home Office, 
of a department of Arts and Science by Minister HEEMSKERK. The 
Secretary and moving spirit of this commission was jbr.V..E. digas 
STUERS, to whose incontestable talents and unflinching energy it was 
greatly due that the Museum then entered upon a stage of brilliant growth 
and vitality. From that time forth the State began to make regular and 
yearly purchases, and in this way the collection speedily increased in 
number and value. The plans for the erection of new buildings were now 
actively pushed forward and their construction commenced in 1877, 

The first additions of any importance were made in 1879 and 1880. 
They comprised among others: “Prince Maurice of Orange at the 
kermesse of Ryswyck”, by ADRIAEN VAN pE VENNE, for which £680 
was paid; the “Old Woman in Meditation”, by Gaprien METZzu, 
bought for £515, and the “Adoration of the Magi”, by Jan Mosragrr. 
Other valuable purchases followed, a. 0. “The Portrait of Admiral 
Tromp and his wife’, by Jan Lievens and the “Portrait of Admiral 
de Liefde’’, by B. van pER HE :st, acquired in 1884. In the mean 
time the State was nobly supported by the “Rembrandt Society”, an 
association of lovers of Art which also had been called into existence, in 
1883, through the untiring efforts of Jhr. pe Srurrs. This society 
assisted the State with loans and even with very important donations. 

The laudable example given by the State induced many lovers of 
Art to contribute their share to the. growth of the Gallery. In 1880 


it received a most valuable collection of pictures from the bequest 


of Jhr. J. S. H. van pr Pott. This collection consisted of 52 works 
by the most famous masters, 


such as Rempranpt, Pavius PoTTeR 
and T. pe Krysrer. The following year its treasures were increased 
by another bequest, made to the town of Amsterdam, by Mrs. van 
WINTER née Bicker, and further, in 1884, by that of 26 family- 
portraits having belonged to Jhr. J. H. F. R. van SWINDEREN, The 
village of Naaldwyk sent on loan. six portraits dating from the XV 


century, representing the Lords of that place; and Mr. H. van 


DER 

Lee bequeathed to the Museum a large frame containing portraits of 
the Lords of Montfort, dating from the XIV century. 

Phe collection of pictures in the “Trippenhuis” thus increased so 
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rapidly that their removal to larger premises became a matter of 
urgency. The new buildings were at last completed in 1885 and in 
she early part of the same year the following collections were transferred 
ro the new gallery: 

1. The collections from the “Trippenhuis’ comprising 888 pictures ; 

2. The national collection of modern paintings from the Pavilion 
‘“Welgelegen” at Harlem, 190 in number; 

3. The collection of the Society founded in Amsterdam for the 
purpose of opening to the public a Gallery of contemporaneous Art, 
composed of 47 pictures which, in the course of the following ten 
vears, increased to 81. This collection was transferred in 1895 to 
the “Stedelijk Museum’ (Town Museum); 

4. The collection presented by the town of Amsterdam, consisting 
bf 115 paintings, being for the greater part representations of civic and 
military corporations, formerly in the Town Hall and other public buildings. 
This collection comprised several other works as well as the so-called 
‘anatomical pictures’ which had belonged to the Surgeons’ Guild: 

5. The collection A. van DER Hoop: 224 pictures bequeathed to 
the town of Amsterdam in 1854, which till then had been exhibited 
nn the “Oumanhuispoort” ; 

6. The collection of Jhr. J. S. R. van pe Pott of Arnhem, a 
series of 35 family portraits, some of which by Frans Hats and 
BARTH. VAN DER HeEtLst; 

7. The collection of the Royal Archeological Society, consisting of 
34 pictures, given in loan to the Museum. Part of this collection is 
exhibited in the gallery proper and part in the rooms exclusively. 
eserved for the works acquired by the said Society; 

8. 41 pictures sent from the Store room of the Royal cabinet of 
yaintings at The Hague; 

g. The collection of the Dutch Museum, 122 in number, including 
25 family portraits bequeathed by Jhr. pE Wirre van CITTERs. 

These works, however, could not be exhibited all at once. Some 
9 them, especially those mentioned in the ‘two last catagories, were 
n a very bad state of preservation or of too little artistic value to be 
dmitted in the gallery; they were provisionnally put aside. At the 
ime of the opening of the new Museum, the board of management 
ad already conceived the plan of placing in separate divisions the 
istorical pictures, the portraits and, as far as possible, the works of 
he Modern School. 

The opening ceremony of the new Museum took place on the 


3th July 188s. 


NOTES ON THE BUILDINGS. 


The pictures which at present constitute the collection of the Rijks- 
Museum formerly occupied three distinct buildings, viz. the Royal 
Palace and “Trippenhuis’” at Amsterdam, and for the works of the 
modern schools, the Pavilion ‘“‘Welgelegen” at Harlem. In 1808 the 
Town-Hall of Amsterdam was converted into a Royal Palace and in 
the same year part of the Building was reserved for the great Royal 
Museum. This Town-Hall had been erected by order of the corpo-— 
ration, from the architectural designs of Jacob van Campen and under 
the supervision of Daniel Stalpert. Its construction took seven years; 
the first pile was driven into the ground on the 2oth January 1648, and 
on April 234 1655 the magistrates held their first sitting in the new 
building. 

The rooms assigned to the Museum in the Royal Palace were the 
large Hall of the Court-Martial with the adjoining apartments (inclu- 
ding the minor Court-Martial) and two closets on the 34 floor, on the 
west side of the building, where, for many years past, had hung the 
so-called corporation-pictures derived from the “Doelens.”’ It was on 
the walls of the minor Court-Martial that, among other works, Rem- 
BRANDT’S Wighiwatch had been displayed. The Banguet of the Civic 
Guard, by B. van per Hetsr and the Fére of the Civic Guard at 
the conclusion of the Peace of Munster, 1648, by Govert Fiincx, 
had long decorated those of the large Court-Martial. ‘These three 
pictures, together with the Heads of the Brotherhood of St. Sebastian, 
by B. van per Hexsr, which had hung in another room of the Town- 
Hall, were left in the Museum of which they proved the principal 
attraction. The other “corporation pictures” were removed to the new. 
Town-Hall on the “Oudezijds Voorburgwal”, formerly the “Prinsenhof”, 
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. In 1815 the picture collection of the Museum was transferred to 
ithe “Trippenhuis’, on the Kloveniersburgwal. 

This “Trippenhuis”, the palatial residence of the brothers Louis 
sand Hendrick Trip, the great gun-manufacturers, had been built be- 
itween 1660 and 1662 from the plans of Jusrus VincBooms. The 
ybuilding consisted of two dwelling-houses connected by a common- 
‘hall, hence the appellation “Trippenhuyzen.” The house on the North 
iside was inhabited by Hendrick, that on the South side by his brother 
Louis. 

In the course of time, through various circumstances, the residence 
on the Northside was almost entirely owned by Mr. C. S. Roos, who 
in 1801 and 1802 opened in it a picture gallery where young artists 
found an opportunity of completing their studies; another part of it 
was let to the Royal Institute, for the purpose of holding its meetings. 

In 1809 this building was acquired by the State and appropriated to 
the sittings of the Legislative Assembly and the meetings of the Royal 
Institute. 

For long years the house on the South side remained the property of 
the family Trip, who underlet it to several tenants, among others, in 
1750, to the celebrated art-collector Gerrit Braamcamp, who established 
a picture-gallery within its precincts. In 1771, Mr. Louis Trip pr Marez 
bequeathed his property to the town of Amsterdam, reserving to himself 
the usufruct until the entire extinction of his family, and appointing as 
trustee the Orphan’s Court, who let the house in succession to various 
occupiers. 

In 1811 the Emperor Napoleon enacted this building to be placed 
at the disposal of the Institute, an order by which the town was 
charged with the payment of the rent to the Orphan’s Court. The same 
decree directed the house on the North side to be installed as a Museum; 
but the corporation, on whom involved the maintenance of the picture 
gallery» was loth to comply with this command and very reluctantly 
instructed the town architect A. vaN DER Harr to draw up the plans 
of modification. 

On his accession the Sovereign Prince decided that the control of 
the Museum should be undertaken by the State and ordered the col- 
lection to be transferred to the North house. The necessary works 
and alterations were at once begun: the two front rooms were 
converted into one large hall, the backstaircase and the high chimney 
pieces removed. When in 1854 the Institute became the Royal 
Academy of sciences and the annual meetings had first been changed 
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to monthly and, in 1855, to bi-monthly, the position became intolerable, 
for the meetings were held in the large front-hall, where the most 
famous pictures of the collection were exhibited. As a result, in 1858 
this large hall was again converted into two rooms. 

But owing to the steady increase of the collection, the insufficiency 
of the accommodation of the “Trippenhuis” became daily more apparent. 
Already in 1834 the Director had complained of the want of space 
and light, and after the division of the large hall, matters had become 
worse, — whilst fears were entertained for the safety of the art treasures, 
in a building for the greater part constructed of combustible materials, 
situated in the proximity of warehouses containing inflammable substances. 

In 1862 a few art lovers at Amsterdam joined hands and formed — 
themselves into a committee for the furtherance of all preliminary 
measures connected with the erection of a new Museum. In the same 
year, Mr. Thorbecke, then Minister of the Interior, declared himself 
in the Second Chamber of the States-General, fully in favour of the’ 
project of the committee, which was duly constituted in 1863 and 
entered at once upon the duties connected with the foundation of the 
“Museum Willem I.” They hoped to see the actual work of building 
commence immediately after the /é/es then to be held in commemo- 
ration of Holland having been raised to a Kingdom, fifty years ago 

The committee, who had been led to expect substantial aid from the 
State, opened a competition inviting plans and tenders for the new 
building. By the 16 of February 1864, twenty-one designs had been 
sent in, but none were considered suitable. A first prize was awarded 
to Messrs. Ludwig and Emil Lange, of Munich, and a second prize 
to Mr. P. J. H. Cuypers, of Roermond, but the majority of the jury 
voted against the acceptance of either of these. Thereupon Mr. A. N. 
Godefroy, one of the members of the jury, was requested to draw a 
new plan, but he soon relinquished his task on the plea that the sum 
placed at his disposal was inadequate. The committee then charged 
Mr. L. H. Eberson to prepare other plans. 

These designs were submitted to the Minister of the Interior who, 
having been advised upon them by Messrs. J. J. Metzelaar and E. Gugel, 
pronounced against them. They were then altered and simplified, but 
to no purpose. 

Although the town of Amsterdam had already granted to the 
committee the required ground for building, the subvention promised 
by the State was still in abeyance. It was not until 4 December 1872 
that Mr. S. van Houten, in moving an amendment on the budget, 
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pointed out in the Second Chamber that it was the duty of the 
(Government to build a Museum and to break with the deplorable 
jsystem of leaving this task to private initiative or to the town of 
Amsterdam: this motion was adopted almost unanimously, with but 
sone dissenting voice. 

As soon as this decision had become kwown the town of Amsterdam 
pledged itself to provide a plot of ground, besides a sum of / 100.000. 
‘The corporation also promised to give in loan to the new Museum 
ithe pictures belonging to the town. 

Then, after the appointment, in 1874, of the Commission to enquire 
into the state of historical monuments and arts, due to Mr. C. C. 
-GEERTSEMA, Minister of Home Affairs and the establishment, in 1875, of 
a department of Arts and Sciences at the Home Office, by Mr. T. 
‘HEEMSKERK Az., Minister of Home Affairs, matters were taken seriously 
‘in hand. 

The architects P. J. H. Cuyprrs, L. H. Esrrson and H. P. Voce 
were invited to draw up new plans from instructions given by the 
Commission. The jury voted unanimously for the adoption of the plan 
of Mr. Cuypers, who by Royal Warrant of 12 July 1876 was appointed 
architect of the new buildings. 

The work of erection then proceeded without interruption, and on 
13 July 1885 the opening ceremony, presided over by Mr. HermMsxerk, 
took place in the presence of H. R. H. Princess Marie or THE 
NETHERLANDS, and her husband, PrincE von WIkEp. 

In 1898 the premises were considerably enlarged by the construction 
of the “Fragmentengebouw” and the erection, in the grounds of the 
Museum, of a building as a preparatory School of Drawing. In this 
building were placed the paintings executed by Jan van ScoreL for 
the choir of the church of ‘“Warmenhuizen”. 

In 1909 a new wing was added, an extension of the ,,Fragmenten- 
gebouw”’, for the exposition of modern paintings (DRUCKER-collection 
a.0.), with a special entrance from the Hobbemastreet. 


In the historical account of the collections, p. xv, mention has 
been made of the Pavilion “Welgelegen” at Harlem, which from 1838 
to 1885 served as a Gallery for the National Collection of pictures of 
the Modern Schools. This Pavilion, known by the name of ‘Huis van 
Hope”, a construction in the Italian style of architecture, had been built 
in 1788 for Henri Horr, the great banker at Amsterdam.It is situated in 
the Dreef, at the entrance of the Haarlemmerhout (Wood of Harlem). 
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In 1808 King Louis acquired this demesne for the sum of / 300.000 
and on the 1st July 1810 he there signed the act by which he 
renounced the throne. 

When in 1814 the country had shaken off the French rule, the 
Pavilion was placed at the disposal of the Dowager Princess, widow 
of Prince Wiiiiam V, née Princess FREDERICA-SOPHIA-WILHELMINA OF | 
Prussia, who occupied it until her death in 1820, with her daughter, 
the Dowager Duchess of Brunswick-LunesurG, 2ée Princess FREDERICA- 
LouisE-WILHELMINA OF ORANGE. 

In 1828, by order of King Wixrram I, the Pavilion was transformed 
into a picture-gallery. The necessary alterations were entrusted to the 
architect J. D. Zocuer, from the plans designed by T. F. Suys; bu 
owing to the political disturbances in Belgium the work made but slow 
progress. The required modifications were not completed until 1837 
and the inauguration of the Gallery took place g August 1838. 

In 1885 the entire collection was transferred to the State Museum
